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have  to  admit  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  Clark  Gable  to  Claudette 
Colbert  or  Bette  Davis  to  Spencer  Tracy  or  none  of  the  above.  Still,  I  have  a 
clear  recollection  of  one  of  those  old  movies  in  which  a  lead  character  says 
of  their  romance  something  like  "Darling,  this  thing  is  bigger  than  both 
In  fact,  it  doesn't  really  matter  who  said  it. 


As  I  approach  the  end  of  my  seventh  year  as  President  of  L-R,  I  think  about 
some  of  the  experiences  I  have  had,  the  people  I  have  met,  and  the  College 
history  I  have  absorbed.  I  have  come  to  appreciate  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
is  bigger  than  any  one  of  us,  indeed  bigger  than  all  of  us. 

This  observation  is  helpful  in  relating  to  two  groups  of  people  with  whom  I 
come  into  contact  on  a  regular  basis.  The  much  smaller  but  nonetheless  vocal 
group  comprises  those  with  a  beef.  They  call,  write,  visit  or  sometimes  ask 
someone  else  to  carry  their  complaint.  They  want  to  express  their  disappoint- 
ment with  a  decision  or  action  by  me  or  someone  else  at  the  College. 

Sometimes  their  exasperation  ends  in  a  statement  something  like  "I'm  not 
supporting  the  College  until  .  .  .  ."  While  I  respect  these  persons'  right  to 
express  their  complaints,  I  believe  they  make  a  serious  mistake.  They  confuse 
a  person  or  group  at  the  College  with  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  To  fail  to  support 
the  Annual  Fund  or  a  scholarship  or  project  is  almost  always  tantamount  to 
having  a  negative  effect  on  students  or  faculty  or  the  College  as  a  whole.  The 
person  with  whom  they  are  angry  is  not  the  College;  L-R  is  bigger  than  all  of  us. 

More  significantly,  this  observation  helps  explain  the  impressive  commitment 
and  generosity  of  a  much  larger  group  connected  to  Lenoir-Rhyne.  The  list  is 
very  long,  including  faculty  and  staff  who  have  given  their  entire  careers  to 
students  and  the  College;  volunteers  who  work  countless  hours  for  the  College 
with  no  expectation  of  personal  gain;  students  who  expend  tremendous  energy 
in  studies,  athletics,  co-curricular  activities  and  community  service  to  enhance 
the  experiences  of  others;  supporters  who  give  sacrificially  to  help  the  College 
accomplish  its  goals;  people  who  have  established  endowments  to  secure  the 
success  of  the  College  far  into  the  future;  those  who  pray  daily  that  L-R  will  be 
true  to  its  mission. 

Our  culture  has  a  warped  sense  that  greatness  derives  from  such  things  as  size, 
wealth  and  name  recognition.  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  derives  its  greatness  from 
its  historical  and  ongoing  accomplishment  of  changing  the  lives  of  students 
for  the  better  by  connecting  them  with  new  people  and  ideas,  enlarging  their 
minds  and  spirits,  and  assisting  them  in  finding  a  vocation  through  which  they 
can  make  a  difference. 

Our  graduates  have  multiplied  the  effect  of  L-R  in  ways  none  of  us  can  even 
imagine.  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  indeed  bigger  than  all  of  us!

Anne  Haase's  paper  on  the  effect 
of  elevated  COi  levels  on  the  growth 
and  quantity  of  polyphenols  in  Bras- 
sica  rapa  earned  her  a  first-place 
award  in  the  botany  category  Amy 
Hendersons  paper  on  the  use  of 
ecological  parameters  to  predict  the 
location  of  Hexastylis  naniflora  in  the 
upper  Piedmont  of  North  Carolina, 
earned  second  place  in  the  ecology 
I  category  And  Dyvia  Patel,  whose 
paper  addressed  the  c-fos  gene 
expression  status  in  the  spleen  of  vit- 
amin A-deficient  and  sufficient  rats, 
took  second  place  in  the  biotechnol- 
ogy and  molecular  biology  category. 

Hasse,  Henderson  and  Patel,  all 
participants  in  L-R's  biology  honors 
program,  competed  against  students 
from  15  North  Carolina  colleges  and 
universities.

Black  re-elected 
as  N.C.  House 
Speaker 

N.C.  House  Speaker  James  B.  "Jim" 
Black  '59  won  re-election  in  Jan- 
uary. A  Democrat,  Black  first  captured 
the  House's  top  post  two  years  ago. 
The  vote  to  re-elect  the  Matthews 
optometrist  was  117  to  0. 

In  his  remarks  to  the  House,  Black 
gave  hints  of  the  debates  that  lie 
ahead.  He  conceded  teacher  pay  likely 
won't  be  raised  above  the  national 
average  this  year  after  a  succession 
of  pay  raises  to  reach  the  average. 

"We  probably  are  not  going  to 
reach  that  goal  this  year,"  said  Black. 
"But  we  should  never  let  it  out  of 
our  sight." 

He  criticized  a  push  in  recent  years 
for  standardized  testing  and  other 
school  accountability  measures,  such 
as  the  ABCs  rating  system,  that  he 
said  sacrifice  teachers'  classroom  time 
for  paperwork. 

On  finances,  Black  questioned  the 
need  and  wisdom  of  tax  increases, 
including  raising  the  gas  tax  to  fur- 
ther help  road  building.  □ 
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Nursing  grads  named  to  'Great  100' 

Joining  a  long  list  of  previously  honored  nursing  graduates,  Patricia  Horton, 
Gateway  Class  of  1984;  Sabrina  Adkins,  Gateway  Class  of  1996;  and  Jan 
Whisnant  Thompson,  Class  of  1977,  have  been  named  to  receive  the  Great  100 
Award  for  Nursing  Excellence  in  North  Carolina.  Horton  was  selected  in  1999, 
and  Adkins  and  Thompson  in  2000.  In  1996,  Lenoir-Rhyne  Nursing  department 
chair  Linda  Reece  was  also  selected  to  receive  this  award. 

Recipients  are  nominated  by  peers  and  selected  based  on  their  professional 
involvement,  academic  preparation,  honors  and  awards,  and  their  civic  and 
church  activities.  The  College  sponsors  the  Gateway  Program  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  RN  graduates  of  an  associate  degree  or  diploma  program  to 
obtain  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  nursing.  It  is  designed  as  a  part-time 
program,  but  can  be  completed  on  a  full-time  basis. 

L-R  has  had  a  nursing  program  since  1961;  it  was  first  accredited  by  the 
National  League  for  Nursing  in  1969.  The  program  was  recently  re-approved, 
with  no  recommendations  for  improvement,  by  the  N.C.  Board  of  Nursing.  L-R 
is  also  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Colleges  of  Nursing. 

In  1961,  Dr.  Frances  Farthing  joined  the  L-R  faculty  as  the  departments  first 
chair  with  two  specific  goals:  to  develop  a  nursing  program  that  would  become 
a  true  baccalaureate  degree,  and  to  be  nationally  accredited.  By  1964,  L-R  grad- 
uated its  first  class  and,  in  April  1969,  the  program  received  accreditation  by 
the  National  League  for  Nursing. 

L-Rs  nursing  program  was  the  first  in  Western  North  Carolina  to  receive  accred- 
itation, the  fourth  in  the  state  to  gain  accreditation,  and  the  first  fully  accredited 
church-related  program.  Since  that  time,  the  nursing  program  has  maintained 
continuous  accreditation  status  by  the  National  League  for  Nursing. 

L-R's  nursing  department  is  celebrating  its  40th  Anniversary  this  year.  A 
nursing  alumni  reunion  date  will  be  announced  soon.

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Baity  named  Lutheran  College  Ail-American 

Michelle  Baity  was  recently  named  to 
the  2000  Lutheran  Brotherhood 
Lutheran  College  All- American  Women's 
Volleyball  First  Team. 

Baity,  a  6-foot-0  junior,  outside  hitter, 
helped  the  Bears  to  a  19-13  record  this 
past  season  and  a  tie  for  third  place  in 
the  South  Atlantic  Conference.  The  19 
wins  are  the  most  for  the  Bears  since  the 
1989  team  won  23.  Baity  was  named  to  the  All-SAC  first 
team  for  the  third  consecutive  season  in  2000. 

She  finished  the  season  ranked  15th  in  the  final  NCAA 
Division  II  statistical  report  in  kills  per  game  (4.81)  and 
28th  in  hitting  percentage  (.356).  Baity  holds  Lenoir-Rhyne 
records  for  kills  in  a  season  (629  in  1999),  kills  in  a  career 
(1,626),  hitting  percentage  in  a  season  (.399  in  1999)  and 
hitting  percentage  in  a  career  (.366).  She  is  also  second  on 
the  all-time  block  list  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  with  366. 

Lutheran  colleges  from  the  NCAA  Division  I,  II,  III,  and 
NAIA  levels  nominated  players  for  the  team.  Six  players 
were  named  to  the  first  team  and  another  six  were  second- 
team  selections.  Thirteen  of  40  colleges  were  represented  by 
either  first,  second  or  honorable  mention  team  selections. 
All-American  team  members  were  chosen  based  on  a  wide 
range  of  criteria  including:  personal  statistics  and  honors, 
team  statistics,  division  of  play  and  personal  character. 

Lutheran  Brotherhood  is  an  organization  of  1.2  million 
Lutherans  joined  together  for  financial  security,  charitable 
outreach  and  volunteer  service.  The  organization  helps 
Lutherans  link  faith,  values  and  finances  in  their  every- 
day living. 

Steward  inducted  into  SAC  Hall  of  Fame 

Terence  Steward,  who  holds  most  of  the  receiving  records 
in  SAC  history,  was  inducted  into  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference  Hall  of  Fame  recently  during  the  conference's 
awards  banquet  at  the  Catawba  Valley  Community  College 
Multipurpose  Facility. 

Steward  became  the  only  person  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  history 
to  be  named  to  an  All- America  team  three  times  when  he 
was  named  to  the  NAIA  All- America  first  team  in  1984, 
1985  and  1986.  He  was  also  a  three-time  All-South  Atlantic 
Conference  perfomer. 

In  his  career,  Steward  caught  247  passes  for  3,631  yards 
and  is  fourth  all-time  with  18  touchdown  catches.  Those 
are  also  both  school  and  conference  bests.  His  career 
yardage  total  is  still  ranked  fifth  in  the  NAIA,  while  his 
career  receptions  are  eighth  best. 

As  a  senior,  Steward  amassed  1,105  yards  receiving, 
including  266  yards  on  18  catches  against  Mars  Hill  in 
1986.  Steward's  totals  against  Mars  Hill  still  stand  as  Col- 
lege Field/Moretz  Stadium  records  and  as  school  records. 

Steward,  who  was  inducted  into  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1998,  lives  in  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,

where  he  is  a  store  manager  for  Kmart.  He  is  married  to 
the  former  Debra  McCaskell  and  they  have  two  children- 
Terence  II  and  Tia. 

Willis  named  Daktronics  All-American 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  senior  forward 
Daniel  Willis  has  been  named  to  the  Dak- 
tronics NCAA  Division  II  All-America  sec- 
ond team.  The  team  is  selected  by  NCAA 
Division  II  sports  information  directors. 

In  addition,  Willis  was  named  to  the 
National  Association  of  Basketball 
Coaches/Chevrolet  NCAA  Division  II 
All-America  second  team. 

Willis  led  the  Bears  and  the  South  Atlantic  Conference 
in  scoring  at  24.2  points  a  game  this  season  en  route  to 
earning  SAC  Player  of  the  Year  honors.  Willis,  who  was 
fourth  in  scoring  in  the  latest  NCAA  Division  II  statistics, 
was  named  to  the  All-SAC  team  three  times  in  his  career. 

He  was  named  to  the  All-SAC  first  team  in  2001  and 
became  the  league's  all-time  leading  scorer  with  1,980 
career  points,  which  is  second  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  history. 
Willis  scored  in  double  figures  every  game  this  season  for 
the  Bears  and  scored  20  or  more  points  in  20  of  them.  He 
finished  the  season  strong  with  30  or  more  points  in  the 
final  six  games  of  the  season. 

Basketball  players  honored  at  SAC  banquet 

Several  Lenoir-Rhyne  basketball  players  were  honored 
March  1  during  the  2000-01  South  Atlantic  Conference's 
tournament  awards  banquet  at  Catawba  Valley  Community 
College  in  Hickory.  More  than  350  players,  coaches,  media, 
support  staff  and  special  guests  attended  this  year's  event. 

In  men's  basketball,  L-R's  Daniel  Willis  became  the 
SAC's  all-time  leading  scorer  this  season  and  was  named 
the  conference's  Player  of  the  Year.  He  was  also  named  to 
the  All-SAC  First  Team.  Randy  Mauldin  was  named  to  the 
conference's  All-Freshman  Team. 

In  addition,  Willis  won  the  SAC  Statistical  Champion 
Awards  for  individual  scoring  (24.2  points  per  game)  and 
individual  3-pointers  made  (65).  And  the  Bears  took  the 
team  free-throw  percentage  award  (.721)  as  well.  Willis, 
Josh  Orr  and  John  Tolbert  were  SAC  Senior  Participant 
Award  recipients. 

Head  coach  John  Lentz  was  presented  with  a  15-year 
Coaches  Service  Award.  Lentz  has  amassed  a  record  of 
222-194  with  the  Bears.  He  is  the  second-winningest  coach 
in  conference  history  and  a  two-time  conference  Coach  of 
the  Year. 

In  women's  basketball,  Maya  Grady  and  Tracy  Naidas 
were  named  to  the  All-SAC  Team,  while  Sally  Logan  made 
the  All-Freshman  Team.  Grady  also  took  the  SAC  Statisti- 
cal Champion  Awards  for  individual  assists  per  game  (5.8) 
and  individual  assist-to-turnover  ratio  (1.51).  The  Lady 
Bears  also  took  the  team  scoring  defense  award  (62.2).       ■

There  are  many  ways  of  giv- 
ing to  Lenoir- Rhyne.  Gifts 
of  money,  property,  artwork 
and  charitable  trusts  are  all 
widely  known  methods.  Yet, 
there  are  also  gifts  that  may 
seem  unlikely,  but  are  no  less 
treasured. 

Recently,  Martha  Bumgar- 
ner-wife  of  the  Rev.  Elvin 
Bumgarner  (now  deceased)  - 
and  her  son,  Thomas  "Tom" 
Bumgarner  '82,  presented  to 
the  campus  ministry  a  group 
of  richly  embroidered  liturgical 
vestments.  She  had  made  the 
collection  of  stoles  and  cha- 
subles over  the  years  for  her 
husband  to  use  in  worship. 

Following  her  husband's 
death,  Martha  Bumgarner 
decided  to  give  the  vestments 
to  the  College,  where  she  knew 
they  would  be  used,  seen  and 
appreciated  for  many  years  to 
come.

Midgett  of  Maiden-both 
1962  graduates  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  -  have  established 
the  David  P  McRee  Family 
Endowment  Fund  at  the  Col- 
lege. The  purpose  of  the  fund 
is  to  provide  perpetual  schol- 
arship support  to  students 
majoring  in  education  with 
demonstrated  financial  need 
and  to  honor  members  of  the 
D.P  McRee  family. 

The  McRees-Marcus 
Midgett's  grandparents-were 
residents  of  Maiden  and  life- 
time members  of  St.  Martin's 
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Lutheran  Church.  D.E  McRee 
was  a  carpenter  by  trade  and 
Alice  McRee  worked  in  the 
local  textile  mills,  but  was 
primarily  a  homemaker.  The 
couple  had  seven  children-five 
daughters  and  two  sons-six  of 
whom  attended  Lenoir-Rhyne; 
the  seventh,  Craig,  died  as  a 
result  of  a  farming  accident  as 
a  teenager. 

"My  grandparents  recog- 
nized the  value  of  a  college 
education  and  through  hard 
work  and  many  personal  sac- 
rifices they  encouraged  their 
children  and  made  it  possible 
for  them  to  attend  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College,"  said  Marcus 
Midgett.  "Certainly,  my  five 
aunts  touched  many  lives  with 
their  many  years  of  teaching 
and  we're  happy  to  honor 
them  with  this  fund." 

All  five  of  the  McRees' 
daughters  earned  degrees  in 
education  and  combined  for  a 
total  of  151  years  of  teaching 
service  in  the  North  Carolina 
public  school  system.  Son 
David  Alexander  McRee  '36 
attended  L-R  for  two  years 
before  entering  into  military 
service. 

Edith  McRee  Burchette  '27 
taught  high  school  English 
and  served  as  a  librarian  for 
42  years-primarily  at  the  for- 
mer Oxford  High  and  Bunker 
Hill  High  School  in  Catawba 
County. 

Oma  McRee  Huitt  '29  was 
an  elementary  school  teacher 
for  39  years  in  Catawba  Coun- 
ty. She  taught  for  two  years 
at  Banoak  School  and  for  37 
years  at  Balls  Creek  School. 

Lela  McRee  Midgett  '31 
taught  for  nine  years  at 
Rodanthe  School  on  North 
Carolina's  Outer  Banks  prior 
to  her  death  in  1942. 

Mattalene  McRee  Chad- 
wick  '39  was  an  elementary 
school  teacher  for  38  years. 
She  taught  first  grade  in  New 


Hanover  and  Carteret  counties 
but  the  majority  of  her  service 
was  provided  at  Louisburg 
Elementary  School  in 
Franklin  County. 

Violet  McRee  Robbins  '57 
started  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  in 
1929  and  left  early  to  teach 
church  kindergarten.  She 
later  returned  to  complete 
her  degree  and  taught  for  23 
years  at  Sawmills  Elementary 
School  in  Caldwell  County. 

Furthermore,  the  Midgetts' 
son  and  daughter,  Mike  and 
Kelly,  are  members  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  Classes  of  1986  and 
1989,  respectively.  And  David 
McRee  is  the  father  of  Mike 
McRee  '71  and  the  grandfa- 
ther of  Matt  McRee  '98  and 
Marc  McRee  '00.

In  1955  he  graduated 
from  UNC-Chapel  Hill  with  a 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in 
business  administration.  He 
earned  a  degree  from  UNC- 
CH  Law  School  in  1966 

Cannon  Trusts 

The  Charles  A.  Cannon 
Charitable  Trusts  Nos.  1 
and  2  recently  awarded  the 
College  a  $100,000  grant  to 
support  its  biology,  chemistry 
and  physics  departments. 

As  part  of  the  first  phase 
of  its  two-part,  department

The  funds  will  be  used  to 
purchase  new  equipment  for 
enhanced  scientific  experi- 
mentation as  well  as  to 
upgrade  existing  equipment. 

"The  science  programs 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  are  widely 
recognized  for  providing 
students  the  opportunity  to 
study  closely  with  faculty 
scholars,"  said  Dr.  Wayne 
Powell,  Lenoir-Rhyne  vice 
president  and  dean  for  acad- 
emic affairs.  "This  additional 
equipment  helps  us  continue 
our  tradition  of  experiential 
learning  in  state-of-the-art 
facilities.  We  are  very  grate- 
ful to  the  Cannon  Trusts 
for  recognizing  and  support- 
ing our  commitment  to 
excellence." 

The  College  has  been  a  ben- 
eficiary of  the  Cannon  Trusts' 
philanthropy  since  the  early 
1970s.  Funds  from  the  foun- 
dation's ongoing  support  have 
been  used  for  the  purchase  of 
equipment  and  the  renovation 
of  facilities,  as  well  as  other 
operational  needs. 

"This  significant  gift  from 
the  Cannon  Trusts  serves  to 
endorse  our  programs  and 
helps  keep  our  academic 
programs  at  the  cutting  edge 
of  new  technology,"  said  Dr.

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McCrorie  Center  goal  must  be  met  in 
order  to  receive  Kresge  Foundation  funds 


The  Kresge  Foundation  of 
Troy,  Mich.,  one  of  the  oldest 
philanthropic  groups  in  the 
nation,  has  awarded  a  chal- 
lenge grant  of  $600,000  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne  to  be  applied 
toward  the  construction  of 
The  McCrorie  Center-a  nursing,  allied- 
health  sciences  and  athletics  facility 
Lenoir-Rhyne  submitted  a  grant 
proposal  to  The  Kresge  Foundation  in 
November  of  2000.  The  foundation  is 
very  selective  in  funding  such  propos- 
als. For  example,  in  2000,  the  founda- 
tion reviewed  667  proposals  and 
awarded  grants  totaling  $133,525,000 
to  213  charitable  organizations  in 
41  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Canada,  England  and  Africa. 

"The  Kresge  Foundation  is  one  of 
the  most  well-respected  philanthrop- 
ic organizations  in  the  country,"  said 
Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd,  president  of  the 
college.  "Kresge  reserves  its  support 
for  institutions  found  to  have  the 
highest  levels  of  financial  and  acade- 
mic strength.  Receiving  a  grant  from 
such  a  highly-regarded  foundation 
speaks  very  positively  about  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  and  its  programs." 
In  order  to  receive  the  funds  from 
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the  Kresge  grant,  Lenoir-Rhyne  must 
raise  the  remainder  of  its  $9.8  million 
project  goal  ($7.3  million  for  construc- 
tion and  equipment,  $2.5  million  for 
an  endowment  for  maintenance  and 
equipment/technology  updates)  by 
May  31,  2002.  Construction  of  The 
McCrorie  Center  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  the  fall  of  2002.  To  date, 
$7.8  million  has  been  committed, 
which  includes  the  Kresge  Award. 

The  47,000-square-foot  facility  will 
be  home  to  Lenoir-Rhynes  health- 
related  departments:  nursing,  occupa- 
tional therapy  and  sports  medicine. 
The  building's  shared  resources  will 
allow  students  majoring  in  these 
fields  to  train  in  a  collaborative, 
multi-faceted  environment  representa- 
tive of  the  health-care  settings  they 
will  work  in  upon  graduation.  The 
building's  main  level  will  also  house  a 
fitness  center,  while  the  ground  floor 
will  provide  the  college's  13  intercolle- 
giate sports  with  expanded  locker, 
equipment,  training  and  office  areas. 

"We  want  to  make  sure  that  a 
building  has  some  genuine  value- 
added  to  an  istitution  and  its  pro- 
grams. We  thought  they  made  a  good 
case,"  said  David  Fukuzawa,  the 


foundation  program  officer  who 
oversaw  the  grant  to  Lenoir-Rhyne. 
"It  appeared  to  us  they  had  very 
strong  allied-health  programs,  nursing, 
sports  medicine... Certainly  there  was 
a  good  reason  to  have  the  building." 

Facing  L-R's  football  practice  field, 
the  McCrorie  Center's  ground  floor 
will  include  coaches'  offices,  football 
locker  rooms,  hydrotherapy  facilities, 
a  weight-training  room,  a  training/ 
rehabilitation  room,  clinical  areas  and 
sports  medicine  faculty  offices. 

"The  presence  of  athletics  in  an 
academic  building  underlines  our 
historic  understanding  that  athletics 
is  properly  part  of  the  liberal  arts 
tradition  of  educating  sound  minds 
in  sound  bodies,"  LaHurd  said. 

The  building's  main  floor  will 
house  allied  health  classrooms,  a 
fitness  facility-which  will  be  open 
to  the  entire  campus  community,  a 
physical  rehabilitation  room,  a 
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patient-care  laboratory,  a  computer 
laboratory  and  a  student  lounge. 

Finally,  the  second  floor  will  include 
a  shared  conference  room,  nursing/ 
occupational  therapy  faculty  offices,  a 
craft  laboratory  and  a  pediatric  labora- 
tory for  occupational  therapy  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  first  on-campus  human  anato- 
my laboratory  and  a  student  health 
center  are  also  planned  for  this  floor. 

In  1982,  Lenoir- Rhyne  received  a 
Kresge  challenge  grant  for  the  expan- 
sion and  renovation  of  its  main  class- 
room facility,  the  Rhyne  Building. 

The  Kresge  Foundation  awards 
grants  to  institutions  operating  in  the 
areas  of  higher  education,  health  and 
long-term  care,  arts  and  humanities, 
human  services,  science  and  the  envi- 
ronment and  public  affairs.  Grants  are 
made  toward  projects  involving  con- 
struction or  renovation  of  facilities 
and  the  purchase  of  major  capital 
equipment  or  real  estate. 
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"'A  significant  pan  of  our  success  in  getting  the  Kresge  Challenge  is 
attributable  to  our  alumni  donors.  We  were  told  during  our  visit  with     .  ►■v 
the  foundation  staff  that  our  increasing  level  of  alumni  participatic

made  us  eligible  for  consideration  when  we  weren't  previously."

At  the  time  of  its  March,  2001  grant 
announcements,  the  Foundation  had 
awarded  54  grants  in  2001  for  a  total 
of  $44,337,000.  It  will  continue  to 
make  new  grant  commitments  during 
the  balance  of  the  year.  John  E.  Mar- 
shall III,  president  and  CEO  of  The 
Kresge  Foundation  said:  "In  this  cycle 
of  grantmaking,  our  Trustees  were 
pleased  to  support  a  range  of  organiza- 
tions reflecting  almost  the  entire 
breadth  of  the  nonprofit  sector.  This 
diverse  group  is  responding  to  the  new 
challenges  presented  by  their  commu- 
nities or  sustaining  activities  that  have 
demonstrated  their  effectiveness." 

Grant  recipients  must  have  raised 
initial  funds  toward  their  respective 
projects  before  requesting  foundation 
assistance.  Grants  are  then  made  on  a 
challenge  basis,  requiring  the  raising 
of  the  remaining  funds,  thereby 
ensuring  completion  of  the  projects. 

"The  thing  we  look  for,  especially

Currently,  this  listing  contains  the  names  of  over  200  individuals  and 
estates-and  the  list  continues  to  grow. 

Examples  of  recent  notifications  include  the  following  (note:  names 
have  been  changed  to  maintain  confidentiality  of  the  donors): 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Highland  have  been  faithful  supporters  of  the  Annual 
Fund  since  graduating  from  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  1960.  Their  careers  have 
enabled  them  to  enjoy  a  comfortable  lifestyle,  but  they  have  not  created 
major  estates.  They  have  three  children  and  six  grandchildren  that  they 
want  to  remember  in  their  planning.  At  the  same  time,  they  want  to 
remember  the  College.  Solution:  They  have  drafted  their  wills  so  that 
Lenoir-Rhyne  will  receive  a  20-percent  portion  of  their  estates,  enabling 
their  children  and  their  families  to  receive  the  majority  of  their  assets. 

Mrs.  Jones,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1930,  owned  1,000  shares  of  a 
growth  stock  that  paid  less  than  a  1 -percent  dividend.  She  considered 
selling  the  stock,  but  was  advised  that  her  net  proceeds  would  be 
reduced  by  a  20-percent  capital  gains  tax.  Solution:  After  considering 
her  options,  she  decided  to  donate  the  stock  to  the  College  to  be  used  to 
fund  a  gift  annuity,  which  would,  at  her  age,  provide  her  lifetime  income 
of  12  percent.  In  addition  to  receiving  a  generous  tax  deduction,  she 
increased  income  by  1 1  percent  on  her  investment  (a  portion  of  which 
is  tax-free).  When  the  contract  matures  at  her  death,  the  proceeds  will 
come  to  the  College  to  establish  a  named  endowment  in  her  honor. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bear  inherited  approximately  25  acres  of  farmland 
over  40  years  ago.  The  property  is  non-income  producing  and  the 
property  taxes  seem  to  continue  to  increase.  The  land  is  now  adjacent 
to  an  industrial  park  and  land  values  have  appreciated  substantially. 
The  Bears  are  seeking  ways  to  enhance  their  annual  income  and  avoid 
the  capital  gains  tax  that  would  be  required  if  they  sold  the  property. 
(Their  cost  basis  in  the  property  is  less  than  10  percent  of  the  current 
value.)  Solution:  They  have  decided  to  establish  a  charitable  remain- 
der unitrust  by  gifting  the  property  to  the  trust,  with  the  following 
understandings:  The  property  will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  trustee  for  investment  management;  the  trust  will 
pay  out  6  percent  of  the  annual  value  of  the  trust  to  the  Bears  for 
their  lifetimes;  any  earnings  exceeding  the  6-percent  amount  will  be 
returned  to  the  principal;  the  Bears  will  receive  a  charitable  deduction 
at  the  time  the  trust  is  established  based  on  the  current  appraised 
value  of  the  property.  After  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bear  die,  the  trust  will 
terminate  and  the  proceeds  will  be  used  to  establish  an  endowment 
in  honor  of  their  parents. 

Note:  Gift  planning  is  an  important  part  of  estate  planning  and 
the  Planned  Giving  Office  welcomes  the  opportunity  to  share  more 
details  about  these  and  other  options,  and,  in  consultation  with  the 
appropriate  advisors,  assist  donors  in  determining  the  most  effective 
way  to  leave  a  legacy  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.
